That 
carried a lot of weight in The 
Star's selecting him—for this 
newspaper has emphasized local 
pictures ever since our Arkansas 
Centennial Edition of June 26, 
1936. 


The highlight of the campaign 


for U.S. Senator was Sunday 
night's debate between old John 
L. McClellan, incumbent, and 
young 
Congressman 
David 


Pryor. 


As an old 'varsity debater 


myself (Oberlin College, Ohio, 
1919) it is my objective opinion 
McClellan destroyed Pryor—the 
cold, hard facts of 30 years' 
service in the Senate pitted 
against youth's generalities. 


I've absolutely nothing against 


Pryor personally, but if his Big 
Labor ties don't beat him in 
Tuesday's runoff primary then I 
am a poor political observer. 


The debate was carried by six 


television stations, I understand: 
Channels 7 and 11 in Little Rock 
(seen here only on Cable TV, 
meaning the Hope urban au- 
dience only; 
and 
the TV 


stations at Fort Smith, Fayet- 
teville, 
Pine 
'Bluff, 
and 


Jonesboro. But the absence of 
rural TV coverage was made up 
by radio coverage on 40 stations 
(including Hope) of the Arkansas 
Radio Network. 


McClellan doesn't have all the 


wealth his opponent claims he 
has—because Dorsey McRae, 
Jr., Trustee for the local Mc- 
Clellan forces, was around to see 
me this morning and collected 
$50 cash. 


Dorsey also reported: 
"I was in Little Rock Sunday at 


McClellan headquarters and 
thought you would be interested 
in knowing that the editorial that 
you wrote last week (published 
last Thursday, June 8) is pasted 
on the front window of the 
headquarters." 


Newspapers were divided 


between the two senatorial 
candidates. 
McClellan was 


endorsed by The Star, Arkansas 
Democrat, 
DeQueen 
Daily 


Citizen, Stuttgart Leader, and 
the Palmer group of papers:

Collision Near 
Alexandria 


Truck-Trailer 
Hits Loaded 
Pickup 


ALEXANDRIA, La. (AP) - 


A tractor-trailer truck loaded 
with wheat smeshed into the 
back of a pickup truck carrying 
14 persons on a swimming out- 
ing Sunday, killing 12 and criti- 
cally injuring another. 


The big truck hit the slowly 


moving pickup as it was pre- 
paring to make a turn from U.S. 
165 about 20 miles south of here 
to a road leading to the Shady 
Nook swimming hole, State 
Police said. 


The truck climbed on the bed 


of the pickup, powering it 275 
feet and pounding it into a pine 
tree with such thrust the cab 
was crunched into about a two- 
foot area, officers said. 


Eleven victims were aged 1 


to 18. The 12th was identified as 
the pickup driver, 
Martha 


Meaux, 30, of Woodworth. 


All but one of the dead were 


from Woodworth, a small com- 
munity near Alexandria. The 
other was from New Orleans. 


The tractor-trailer driver, 


Gus Wiley, 24, of Deville, La., 
was hospitalized in shock. 


State trooper Robert J. Rigby 


said it might be a day or two 
before he could talk with Wiley, 
who the officer said was a Viet- 
nam veteran. 


Most of the victims were re- 


lated. 


Rigby said 
seven 
victims 


were among nine persons who 
were riding in the bed of the 
pickup truck, with the other 
five in the cab. All were wear- 
ing swim suits. 


The two survivors of the acci- 


dent were among three who 
were thrown from the truck. 
One—Linda Stanley 13—was 
taken to a Shreveport hospital, 
where she was reported in criti- 
cal condition.

Exclusion of

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court today upheld 
the right of private clubs to ex- 
clude Negroes. 


The 6 to 3 decision was deliv- 


ered by freshman Justice Wil- 
liam H. Rehnquist. It went 
against a black brought as a 
guest to the Moose Lodge in 
Harrisburg, Pa. 


Tr 
black, Leroy Irvis, the 


maji 
y leader of the Pennsyl- 


vania 
HOI'.JC, contended that 


since the club held a liquor li- 
cense from the state it could 
not exclude blacks as members 
or as guests. 


Rehnquist said the club's re- 


fusal to serve Negroes does not 
violate the 
14th Amendment 


even though the Moose Lodge 
gets its liquor license through 
the state. 


"Since state-furnished serv- 


ices include such necessities of 
life as electricity, water, and 
police and fire protection, such 
a 
holding 
would 
utterly 


emasculate the distinction be- 
tween private as distinguished 
from state conduct," he said. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 


ger and Justices Harry A. 
Blackmun and Lewis F. Powell, 
the three other Nixon adminis- 
tration 
appointees, 
lined up 


with Rehnquist, a former as- 
sistant attorney general. 
Jus- 


tices Potter Stewart and Byron 
R. White also were in the ma- 
jority. 


Dissenting were Justices Wil- 


liam 0. Douglas, William J. 
Brennan 
Jr., 
and 
Thurgood 


Marshall, the court's only Ne- 
gro member. 


Brennan said Pennsylvania's 


liquor regulations plainly inter- 
twined the state with the oper- 
ation of the lodge's bar in a sig- 
nificant

the 


state's authority "to the sordid

dis- 


crimination."

He also said that McClellan had 
received some of the support of 
persons who voted in the first 
primary for Ted Boswell and 
Foster Johnson, "but not a ma- 
jority of them." 


The pollster said his poll 


showed that Pryor led among

middlc-and older-age groups. 
He said McClellan also led in 
towns of between 2,500 and 10,- 
000 population, has a smaller 
lead in towns below 2,500 and in 
rural areas and is running even 
with Pryor in cities with a pop- 
ulation of more than 10,000.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A re- 


tired Air Force general fired as 
a top commander in Vietnam 
last spring confirmed to con- 
gressmen today that he "chose 
to make a very liberal inter- 
pretation" of the rules and or- 
dered strikes on North Viet- 
namese targets. 


Retired Lt. Gen. John D. La- 


velle told a House Armed Serv- 
ices investigating subcommittee 
he ordered the then unauth- 
orized air strikes because of 
the heavy North Vietnamese 
buildup preceding its attack on 
South Vietnam April 1. 


"With this air defense build- 


up," Ijwelle said, "increased 
aggressiveness of the 
North 


Vietnamese and the large num- 
ber of North Vietnam regular 
army units that had infiltrated 
south or moved into position to 
move across the demilitarized 
zone, I chose to make a Very 
liberal interpretation of these 
rules of engagement." 


He referred to rules of en- 


gagement that at that time pro- 
hibited U.S. air strikes into 
North Vietnam in line with the 
1968 bombing halt except (or 
"protective 
reaction" 
retali- 


atory strikes. 


I^ivelle referred to the air 


strikes he ordered as isolated 
instances. 


As commander of the 7th Air 


Force he was in charge of all 
tactical air operations in Viet- 
nam, including protective reac- 
tion strikes against the North 
from bases in South Vietnam 
and Thailand.

United States. However, Hiro- 
hito made

stop in 


Alaska last October when he 
visited Europe, and President 
Nixon 
flew 
to Anchorage to 


greet him. 


Foreign Minister Takeo Fu- 


kuda reported Kissinger admit- 
ted that Washington made mis- 
takes in its dealings with Japan 
last year and promised to spare 
the Japanese any more "Nixon 
shocks." 


The "Nixon shocks," as the 


Japanese call them, were the 
President's failure to consult 
Sato before reversing his China 
policy and announcing he would 
visit Communist China, and the 
imposition without warning of 
the 10 per cent surcharge on 
imports, a measure designed 
primarily to reduce 
imports 


from Japan. 


Fukuda said Kissinger, after 


admitting 
his 
government 


should have worked more close- 
ly with the Japanese, promised 
that Washington would consult 
Tokyo in advance on future 
moves toward China and on 
economic measures 
affecting 


Japan. 


Kissinger was said to have 


shown keen interest in a pro- 
posal for a bilateral agreement 
to anticipate future sources of 
friction in U.S.-Japanese eco- 
nomic relations. 


In three days of meetings 


with opposition as well as gov- 
ernment politicians, industrial- 
isfs and editors, Kissinger 
called the U.S.-Japan security 
treaty the keystone to peace in 
Asia and said the United States 
would like to see it maintained 
without revision.

In 
some segments the composer 
was talking in his Beverly Hills 
home about everything from 
the Picasso caricature of him- 
self as a younger man to a long 
anecdote about Jean Cocteau's 
three attempts to write a libr- 
etto for Stravinsky's music. He 
spoke of music with the en- 
thusiasm of a boy. In another 
he was working with Pierre 
Roulcz correcting an error Bou- 
Icz had found in one piece of 
printed music. 


A wise, amused old man, 


Igor Stravinsky was seen re- 
hearsing 
an 
orchestra, 
dis- 


cussing 
a ballet, 
answering 


questions of an interviewer. 


Often the lighting was poor, 


the sound was fuzzy, and, most 
difficult, the conversation whip- 
ped among English, 
French 


and German, with only occa- 
sionally a translation. Out of 
this somehow came a portrait 
of a fascinating man. It is an 
invaluable record. 


Also of interest to the musi- 


cally minded was a feature on 
Andre Previn and his actress- 
wife, Mia Farrow, on CBS' "60 
Minutes." Previn is a former 
jazz pianist and composer of 
Hollywood

Business Mirror

NEW YORK (AP) — There is 


a widespread belief that in- 
creases 
in productivity 
are 


more difficult to obtain in the 
service 
industries, 
such 
as 


health, recreation, insurance 
and education, than in the man- 
ufacture of goods. 


And when it is noted that the 


United States economy is stead- 
ily becoming more service ori- 
ented—for the first time, more 
money was spent last year on 
services than on goods—the no- 
tion becomes mixed with con- 
cern. 


It even leads to dire forecasts 


that the American quest for the 
good life, which is represented 
by the growth of services, may 
lead to a deterioration of the 
nation's competitive position. 


A look at the figures would 


tend to confirm the fears. Dur- 
ing the decade of the 1960s, pro- 
ductivity in the services rose 
by an annual rate of about 2.3 
per cent, compared with 3 per 
cent in manufacturing. 


But that was past, and ac- 


cording to an acknowledged au- 
thority on service industries, 
John R. Beckett, it need not be 
the future. The efficiencies of 
volume, he maintains, are not 
limited to the production of 
goods alone. 


Any time you have a one-on- 


one effort, such as in the bar- 
ber shop, you have limitations, 
Beckett concedes. But he also 
claims that many service jobs 
need not require one worker for 


each client, although that is of- 
ten the way they have been 
practiced in the past. 


In the teaching of surgery, he 


states, there is no reason why 
students 
should 
be 
huddle 


around an operating table when 
vastly greater numbers could 
be just as effectively taught 
through the use of video tapes. 


Beckett believes that the fu- 


ture of productivity increases 
in services is highly dependent 
upon a marriage with manufac- 
turing.

estant factions around the Cath- 
olic Ardoyne district of Belfast.

shots after a youth was shot 
and killed. He said troops 
swept into the area, came un- 
der heavy fire, suffered two 
wounded, but hit five gunmen 
with return fire. 


The soldier was killed by 


three 
sniper 
bullets 
that 


smashed into his head as he 
manned an observation post 
overlooking the Catholic Bog- 
side area of Londonderry. The 
Provisional wing of the Irish 
Republican Army said its men 
did the killing. 


Brown Pelicans

SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) - Be- 


tween 150 and 300 California 
brown pelicans—feared threat- 
ened with extinction by DDT— 
have been sighted nesting off 
the Ventura Coast. 


Dr. J. Gordon Edwards, a 


San Jose State University pro- 
fessor, said Saturday he made 
the observations by sea and by 
air on Santa Cruz Island. He 
also claimed seeing an "abun- 
dance" of the big sea birds on 
South Coronado Island south of 
San Diego. 


Edwards said he does not be- 


lieve charges that the pesticide 
DDT was responsible for soft- 
ening the pelican shells and 
rendering 
them 
unhatchable 


like those found after the Santa 
Barbara oil spill in 1968. 


He said the thinness of the 


shells mainly was caused by 
high concentrations of mercury 
and lead in the spill area and 
the effects of people walking 
through 
the pelican nesting 


areas during the spill cleanup.

Mrs. Ijames shared 
skills she used while employed in bakeries and creations 


Freight Train

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. jets 


left a 10-mile stretch of North 
Vietnam's northeast rail line to 
China and about 60 stranded 
freight cars in flames Sunday 
and shot down two more MIG 
jets, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced today. 


Large orange fireballs lit up 


the skies 25 miles south of the 
Chinese border after about 20 
Air Force F4 Phantoms at- 
tacked the rail line and a string 
of freight cars 50 to 60 miles 
northeast of Hanoi, pilots re- 
ported. 


Two Navy Phantoms from 


the carrier Coral Sea engaged 
a pair of MIG17 interceptors 26 
miles 
south 
of 
Hanoi 
and 


brought them down with mis- 
siles, the U.S. Command said. 
•ff$rl>aW damage'^ ttie 
two Phantoms, the command 
said, but a Navy A6 was lost on 
Sunday 45 miles south of Hanoi 
and the two crewmen were re- 
ported missing. 


The command said 37 MIGs 


have been downed this year 
and 148 have been 
brought 


down since June 17, 1965. 


Military spokesmen said the 


action was the start of a con- 
certed effort to destroy an esti- 
mated 600 railroad cars stran- 
ded on North Vietnam's two 
rail lines to China by cuts in 
the lines due to American 
bombing. 


Many of the cars are report- 


ed loaded with war materials 
from China, and the explosions 
and fires Sunday indicated they 
contained ammunition and fuel 


The U.S. Command also re- 


ported that Air Force Phan- 
toms made the first attack of 
the war on a hydroelectric pow- 
er—and North Vietnam's larg- 
est power plant—on Saturday. 


Pilots said their 2,000-pound

it adds, "Promoters 


are operating in all sections 
of the country." 


Though it will offer 
in- 


structions on how to do al- 
most anything else yourself, 
the magazine "Mechanix Il- 
lustrated" doesn't encourage 
pool buyers to attempt in- 
stallation 
of anything but 


the smallest waders. It re- 
ports in the current issue 
numerous cases of filters, 
p u m p s and valves 
that 


wouldn't work, vinyl liners 
that didn't fit, back yards 
turned into swamps, and one 
incredible 40 by 24-foot pool 
that was tilted half a foot 
out of level — giving its own- 
er the sensation of swim- 
ming uphill. 


And it was ostensibly pro- 


fessional installers who com- 
mitted these botches. The

I 
have had high blood pres- 
sure in the past and I am 64 
years old and drink four to 
five glasses of water a day 
and would appreciate learn- 
ing if drinking water from a 
softener 
would cause any 


trouble. 


Dear Reader—For people 


in normal health, w a t e r 
passing through the type of 
water softener you are de- 
scribing would not be harm- 
ful. They can be harmful for 


individuals 
who have any 


tendency toward retention of 
fluid or need to restrict the 
salt in their diet for this rea- 
son or for high blood pres- 
sure. 


Water is often a 
hidden 


source of excess salt or so- 
dium. Most commercial wa- 
ter supplies have a minimal 
amount of salt or sodium in 
them, but some have more 
than desirable for individ- 
uals with medical problems. 
For the person who has to 
severely restrict his sodium 
or salt intake, it might be 
wise to use bottled distilled 
water unless you know for 
certain from your city water 
department what the sodium 
content of your water is and 
your doctor assures you that 
it is acceptable for your diet. 


Individuals who have high 


blood pressure are usually 
well-advised not to use ex- 
cess amounts of salt.
